Edward Parry was 
taken to Calgary Foothills 
byS.T A.R.S. in critical con¬ 
dition. No further informa¬ 
tion on his condition. The 
fourth male involved is Dan¬ 
iel Sisson, who was trans¬ 
ported to Calgary by ambu¬ 
lance in stable condition. 
The file is still under inves¬ 
tigation.

The life span of a land fill site 
is finite. Meanwhile, the prob¬ 
lems inherent in handling and 
disposing of garbage continue to 
be something municipal agencies 
and private citizens battle with 
on a daily basis. 

The Didsbury Environmental 
Advisory Board, a committee 
struck to bring practical sugges¬ 
tions back to Didsbury town coun¬ 
cil for consideration and possible 
implementation, is seeking solu¬ 
tions, and finding them. 

Two primary goals they’re cur¬ 
rently focusing on are waste re¬ 
duction and composting initia¬ 
tives, somethingthe members feel 
go hand in hand. 

To this end, they will be hold¬ 
ing a backyard composting work¬ 
shop next month where residents 
can check out the process first 
hand. 

The one-hour workshop, 


dubbed ‘Come and Rot’, is slated 
for 9 a.m., Saturday August 10. 
It’s free, and will be followed by 
an informal question and answer 
period. 

Coffee and doughnuts will be 
supplied by the DEAB; organiz¬ 
ers ask only that you bring along 
your own coffee cup. The place to 
be August 10 is: #16 Westhill 
Drive.

Extending the life of the landfill 
by up to 18 additional years, should 
current plans perform to expecta¬ 
tions is something all members are 
putting considerable effort toward. 
One initiative is the former Bag Tag 
program, now renamed the ‘Tag a 
Container’ program. This would in¬ 
troduce a charge to those exceeding 
proposed maximum garbage allot¬ 
ments. 

“I don’t see this program as 
penalizing people,” Wes Yeoman 
said.

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Decision awaited

The future home of the local 
RCMP detachment remains in 
limbo at present as affected par¬ 
ties await the final decision of the 
Honorable Edward R. Wachowich, 
Chief Provincial Court Judge. 

Both RCMP and Town of Dids- 
bury representatives cited a need 
to upgrade the RCMP detachment 
building with both factions agree¬ 
ing that relocating the RCMP of¬ 
fice complex and holding cells into 
the provincial building would suit 


both parties. 

Investigations by Didsbury 
Town council and administration 
have been ongoing into the viabil¬ 
ity of relocating the RCMP de¬ 
tachment, currently located di¬ 
rectly west of the town office, to 
the provincial building, straight 
west of the county office building 
complex. 

Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson got involved when 
council made inquiries regarding 
whether or not the Federal Office 





of the Solicitor General opposed 
the concept. 

“We looked into it and the So¬ 
licitor General’s office said there 
was no problem as far as they 
were concerned as long as the 
facility was appropriate,” 
Thompson’s parliamentary as¬ 
sistant Shannon Smith, said last 
Friday. 

“I phoned up the province, 
they had no problem with it,” 
Smith said. “Brian Evans office 
wrote a letter to the chief justice, 
asking the chief justice if there 
would be a perceived conflict. So, 
basically, that’s what they’re 
waiting for, is for this guy to write 
back and inform them, in the jus¬ 
tice’s opinion, would there be a 
perceived conflict by having an 
RCMP station in the same build¬ 
ing with the operation of the judi¬ 
ciary.” 

Smith referred to a provincial 
report printed over a decade ago 
dealing with this matter which 
said that there must not appear to 
be conflict between policing and 
the decisions of the judiciary. 

It was suggested by local coun¬ 
cil and administration that no con-

flict was inherent in the court¬ 
house personnel and RCMP per¬ 
sonnel working out of the same 
building.. 

Smith said the office of Alberta 
Justice Minister Brian Evans re¬ 
portedly did not oppose the pro¬ 
posal. 

It is unknown how long it will 
take for the final decision to come 
down from the provincial court 


judge ruling on the matter. 

“Who knows when this deci¬ 
sion ’s going to come, ” Parliament 
said, “It could come in three 
months or three years.” 

The lease on the RCMP de¬ 
tachment building is up this 
year, however, Didsbury CAO, 
Evan Parliament said a five- 
year extension has been set in 
place.

Ethics are like the hair on one's head.

The first two examples are subject to intensive debate; and 
I’m just kidding about that last one...

The family business

Families, a longstanding so¬ 
cial institution, are weathering 
changes in structure and defini¬ 
tion. Regardless of the size or the 
type of family, it is important 
that the members within the fam¬ 
ily unit try to get along. A family 
is people, people who work to¬ 
gether, adapt to change, learn, 
grow and share relationships. 
Families also experience love and 
this sometimes does not come 
easy. Families need special 
qualities to enable them to get 
along. People who understand 
others must be able to know 
themselves. 

First, ask yourself the follow¬ 


ing questions: 

1. What things are important 
to me? 

2. What are my goals? 

3. Whay are my strengths? 

4. What is my image of myself? 

5. What image do others have 
of me? 

Family members must learn 
how to listen to each other. This 
involves maintaining eye contact 
with the person to whom you are 
speaking. Be aware of your body 
language. Does it express the 
same things you are saying? Don't 
be afraid to ask questions of the 
person you are talking with if you 
don’t understand. 

It is a good idea to express your 
feelings, although this does not

What Ottawa doesn't want you to know

Information is the lifeblood of 
democracy. It circulates in the 
body politic serving to acquaint 
citizens with the different politi¬ 
cal options available to them and 
to warn them when one or more 
of these options becomes a threat 
to the health of the nation. 

No one knows this better than 
the tyrants who, in their thirst to 
repress their populations, seek 
absolute control over the means 
of disseminating information. 
Any dictator worth his salt will 
tell you that the first order of 
business in any revolution is to 
seize control of the radio stations, 
television networks and printing 
presses and to liquidate any un¬ 
friendly media. 

Surprisingly, the most success¬ 
ful despots of the 20th century 
gained power, not through blood¬ 
shed, but through the control of 
information. Adolph Hitler was 
elected to power, in large part, 
because he exercised control over 
the German media. Benito Mus¬ 
solini, himself a journalist and 
newspaper publisher, marched on 
Rome and stayed there for 20 
years via intimidation of the 
press. Vladimir Ilich Lenin 
captured Russia in a bloodless 
coup through his wrestling 
away of the printing presses 
from the provisional Kerensky 
government. 

Canada may not be Nazi Ger¬ 
many or Bolshevik Russia, but 
you'd never know it after reading 
this year's Annual Report from 
the Information Commissioner of 


Canada. 

According to the Commis¬ 
sioner (Canadians' ombudsman 
responsible for investigating com¬ 
plaints that the government has 
denied rights under the Access to 
Information Act), "official atti¬ 
tudes are hardening against the 
public's right to know," and, "Some 
public officials don’t understand 
or are unwilling to facilitate the 
public scrutiny of government." 
That's putting it mildly. 

Over the past year, "ugly ef¬ 
forts have surfaced to thwart the 
right of access to government 
records through record destruc¬ 
tion, tampering and cover-up." In 
one case, a senior manager of 
Transport Canada ordered offi¬ 
cials to destroy all copies of an 
audit report into a refurbishing 
project even though the manager 
knew an access to information 
request had been made. In an¬ 
other investigation the Commis¬ 
sioner found that National 
Defense had altered documents 
before release and that orders 
were given to destroy the origi¬ 
nals. 

Beyond the destruction of 
documents, one of the favorite 
tricks of our national government 
for controlling information is sim¬ 
ply to delay requests for as long as 
possible. While the law states that 
requests must be answered within 
30 days, "it is not unusual for 
delays to be...more than a year." 
Even the Minister in charge of 
administering the law is not above 
bending it. In the words of the 
Commissioner, "The Solicitor 
General's political staff seemed 
to be under the impression that it 
was somehow justifiable to hold 


you feel. People are not mind read¬ 
ers. Be assertive but not aggres¬ 
sive. 

Here are some tips on how to 
better communicate within the 
family: 

• Be considerate and talk in a 
civil manner. 

• Show respect for others. 

• Check in with the other per¬ 
son about how he/she feels about 
what you have said. 

• If you feel good about the 
other person, then say so. 

There are many rewards from 
being a part of the family unit. By 
simply trying to get along at home, 
the family unit is strengthened.

up these answers to suit their 
own and their minister's conven¬ 
ience." Information delayed is in¬ 
formation denied. 

All this is extremely bad news 
for taxpayers. The Commissioner 
has been forced to take the gov¬ 
ernment to court over its failure 
to disclose the names of former 
MPs who are receiving copious 
MP pensions. Taxpayers have also 
been denied access to records in¬ 
dicating the number of jobs cre¬ 
ated by businesses that received 
subsidies from the Atlantic 
Canada Opportunities Agency - 
- no doubt due to the public 
embarrassment that would re¬ 
sult. 

And Hedes help you if you ask 
for information about the Prime 
Minister's expenses. One indi¬ 
vidual who requested informa¬ 
tion about the cost of any vehicles 
purchased for the P.M. was not 
only refused an answer, but was 
subsequently investigated by the 
RCMP as a security threat. "It is 
worrying to me," the commis¬ 
sioner said, "to contemplate the 
chilling effects on access to infor¬ 
mation rights if Canadians who 
ask questions about the Prime 
Minister's expenditures face the 
prospect of being investigated by 
the RCMP." 

Did somebody say Gestapo? 
KGB? 

No, Canada may not be a to¬ 
talitarian regime, but we're not a 
truly democratic one either - that 
requires freedom of information 
and freedom from intimidation. 
The road to real democracy lies in 
breaking the choke-hold Ottawa 
applies to information paid for by 
taxpayers.

I must say that I was appalled 
as were many other people, with 
Mr. Leroy Larson, President of 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, and 
his statements on public televi¬ 
sion news when asked about his 
feelings on Mr. Goodale's grain 
panel report. 

Mr. Leroy Larson stated that 
he was very concerned about the 
policing of the malt barley, if feed 
barley were to be given dual mar¬ 
keting. He stated that malt bar¬ 
ley may be exported as feed and 
the maltsters may have to go short 


on supplies. Mr. Larson really 
put his foot in his mouth with 
a childish statement. How stu¬ 
pid does Mr. Larson think the 
producers are? On one hand 
they are telling the producers 
that with a dual market bar¬ 
ley and other grain prices will 
plummet, but then Mr. Larson 
makes a statement that he is 
concerned about the maltsters 
having to pay more here in 
Canada for their barley sup¬ 
plies. Could it be, Mr. Larson, 
that you are admitting that 
dual marketing would increase 


the cost of grains to the proc¬ 
essors and in doing so will give 
a fair price to the farmer? 

You see, Mr. Larson, competi¬ 
tion makes for good business no 
matter what business you are in. 
Everyone other than Mr. Larson 
knows, that all the maltsters have 
to do is pay the same price here at 
home as elsewhere and the barley 
will be sold here at home. The 
same goes for Durum and Hard 
Red Spring Wheat. 

Mr. Goodale and the Prairie 
Pools have been using the scare 
tactic of a flood of grain across the 


border and having the U.S. close 
the border. The truth is within 
ten days of implementing dual 
marketing the federal govern¬ 
ment would have to quit stealing 
off the top of grain sales and the 
price to the farmer would be the 
same at Minton, Prince Albert or 
Yorkton, Saskatchewan as in 
Plentywood, Montana or 
Fortuna, North Dakota. The re¬ 
sult would be the same grain 
would be sold through our home 
system at the same price to our 
farmers as the U.S. system pays. 
The only difference might be the 


handling charge. Our elevation 
charge here in Saskatchewan is 
approximately 25 cents a bushel. 
In North Dakota the elevation 
charge is approximately six cents 
a bushel and their elevators can 
do very well at this price. 

Could it be that Mr. Leroy 
Larson is really only concerned 
that the Prairie Pools may have 
to reduce their lucrative han¬ 
dling charge and give better 
service and compete for the busi¬ 
ness?

New 4-H frontiers

Next year will be a busy one 
for Rachel Sawatzky, as she 
prepares for her final year of 
high school at DHS, so 1996 
will likely be her last in 4-H, 
but she gained much from her 
attendance at a program held 
in Saskatchewan earlier in 
July. 

As one of only a handful of 
4-Hers from Alberta to be ac¬ 
cepted on board, Sawatzky met 
attendees there from across 
Canada and into the U.S. 

“I went to 4-H provincial 
selection,” Sawatzky said. 

A variety of locations and 
program initiatives were of¬ 
fered, but Sawatzky said her 
assigned destination was, in 
fact, one of her top choices. As 
an alternate, she was granted 
the trip when a fellow 4-H 
member was unable to attend. 

The $1475 fee was under¬ 
written by a sponsor, and 
Sawatzky was able to concen¬ 
trate on the nuggets of wis¬ 
dom and opportunity afforded 
by expert instructors at the 
helm of ‘Operation Enter¬ 
prise’. 

Based in New York, Opera¬ 
tion Enterprise, a division of 
American Management Asso¬ 
ciation, is a non-profit organi¬ 
zation devoted to promoting 
open exchange of ideas, devel¬ 
opment of self-confidence and 
personal growth through in¬ 
struction in sound manage¬ 
ment practices. 

For Sawatzky, who plans to 
take up work in the field of 
accounting and ranch manage¬ 
ment, there were plenty of 
practical applications to be 
gleaned. 

Run in a camp format, the 


group met in Lloydminster, 
Saskatchewan, from July 6 to 
15. In a relaxed atmosphere, 
attendees were encouraged to 
participate freely in a variety 
of initiatives with no judge¬ 
ments or restrictions barring 
progress. 

“I didn’t really know what 
to expect, I didn’t get a whole 


lot of information before I 
went,” Sawatzky said. “I knew 
there would be business man¬ 
agement and some financial 
stuff and it was run like a 
camp, but I didn’t know ex¬ 
actly what I’d be doing there.” 

Business leaders held semi¬ 
nars sharing their experiences 
and advice on how to be a good 


manager and how 
to develop leader¬ 
ship potential. 

“We learned 
good planning 
techniques,” 

Sawatzky said. 

“We made vision 
statements, mis¬ 
sion statements and some¬ 
thing called SWOT analysis; 
that’s ‘strengths, weaknesses, 
opportunities and threats’. 
The main key, they told every¬ 
one, was to have balance in 
your life- partly family, partly 
yourself and partly your ca¬ 
reer.” 

One interesting computer- 
driven course proved particu¬ 
larly interesting. 

“We did a business simula¬ 
tion,” Sawatzky said. 

Four teams ‘took over’ a 
company at a crossroads. 

“Ours was a company that 
made sensing equipment, like 
alarms,” Sawatzky explained. 
“It was a company that was 
selling to the military and it 
had to diversify. We had to 
decide if we were going to go into 
the civilian or industrial market 
and what kind of products we 
were going to sell and how much 
we were going to spend, that sort 
of thing. They entered all the 
information into a computer and 
they told us whether we made 
money or lost money.” 

After several tries, the team 
ironed out problems in advertis¬ 
ing campaign strategies, payroll, 
and product cost and emerged 
successful business operators. 

“The product and the price 
determined, sort of, how many 
you were going to sell. You kind 
of needed a few tries to figure 
out how this thing really 


worked. We had 
five tries and on 
the last try, we 
made some 

money,” Sawatzky 
said with a smile. 

The lessons 
learned and the 
non-competitive 
atmosphere seemed to work well 
for participants. 

“It was a lot of fun and there 
wasn’t a lot of high pressure,” 
Sawatzky said. “They didn’t ex¬ 
pect you to be perfect and they 
accepted you for what you were. 
They built on your strengths. It 
helped develop organization- 
[they said] you can’t just sort of 
jump into something and do it, 
you need to plan. And they 
didn’t say ‘You all have to be¬ 
come business leaders.’ They 
said to do what you like to do; 
if you don’t like your job, 
there’s not really much point 
in going into that.” 

While participants found the 
experience fun and interesting, 
Sawatzky said there was a practi¬ 
ced aspect to the camp. 

“It gave you a focus, so you 
actually looked at what your goals 
are and what you wanted from 
your life. Whereas, before I 
thought, ‘oh, maybe I’ll do this, 
or maybe I’ll do that’, but after, I 
figured out what I wanted to do. 
They gave you options, and told 
us not to close [ the door] to any of 
those options.” 

Sawatzky recommends the pro¬ 
gram highly to others interested 
in sorting options and solidifying 
personal strengths.

My Mother's Aunt Mathilda Mattern married George Clark 
in about 1908 and by 1917 they had become sufficiently affluent 
to build the biggest and grandest house in Ponoka. The house 
stood on a double corner lot. The full, cement, basement had a 
nine foot ceiling, a cistern to catch rain water, a huge coal furnace 
and stone steps to an outside double door that was parallel to the 
ground. On the main floor there was an enclosed back porch that 
led into a kitchen with a large pantry. There was a pump on the 
drain board that brought rain water up from the cistern and just 
off the kitchen was a bathroom with a claw footed tub, a sink and 
a toilet. There were hardwood floors, beautiful mouldings, pic¬ 
ture rails, nine foot ceilings, plaster covings around the ceiling 
lights, and huge windows that include a bay window that has 
always been filled with plants. There is only one bedroom on the 
main floor because the combined living room - dining room is 
about 16 by 24. There was a covered verandah and most of the 
front door was taken up with a beveled edged, oval window. This 
door opened into a foyer that is dominated by a magnificent 
staircase. Upstairs there were 3 large bedrooms and a big attic. 
The south bedroom had a door that led to a railed balcony. All the 
bedrooms and the bathroom had generous closets. 

Aunt Tilly and Uncle George raised their five children in the 
house and the rooms rang with piano lessons and parties and 
several weddings. Tilly didn't like her name much so she pre¬ 
ferred to be called "Aunt Clark." Maybe she didn't like George's 
name either, she called him "Mr. Clark" all the days of his life. 
"Would you care for more gravy Mr. Clark?” Tilly was less than 
five feet tall but she had a sort of imperial presence. She took 
great pride in her house. 

In about 1921 when my Mom (Martha) was in her late teens 
and the house was still quite new she boarded with Aunt Tilly 
and worked at Edward's Dry Goods Store downtown. We have 
pictures of Mom and her sisters on the verandah, posed arm and 
arm on the front walk, or ranged between the pillars that flank 
the front door. They are an elegant group, beautifully tailored 
suits or dresses, classic hats and stylish shoes. Mom met Dad 
(Glen) while she lived in that house and it was from there that 
she packed her wedding clothes and carried them down the 
stairs for their move to Chinook and ten years of drought and 
crop failure and Depression. 

For thirty years Martha and Glen worked hard just to survive. 
Crop failures. The Depression, illness, the loss of one baby and 
the expense of raising the other seven meant a continuing 
struggle. By 1950 things were beginning to look up and they 
moved from the farm west of town into Ponoka where they 
rented a house. Aunt Tilly was widowed by then and living in a 
retirement home near a daughter in B.C. Her house was rented 
to a family who had an option to buy. Mom and Dad looked at the 
few available houses and finally made an offer on one but the 
owner was a lady who barely spoke English and she didn’t 
understand Mom's offer and the deal fell through. In despera¬ 
tion they stopped in at the Real Estate Office and asked "isn't 
there anything available?" "Why, yes," said the man, "your Aunt's 
house came on the market this morning." 

"Now that we are living in such a nice neighborhood," Dad told 
us, "I want you to be better behaved. When you start yelling and 
screaming at each other crook your little finger like this." And so 
the old house rang with laughter and piano lessons and parties 
and celebrations and Christmas Carols and Happy Birthdays. 
We four younger kids all came down the staircase to our wed¬ 
dings. Everyone gathered there after family funerals, we all met 
there for thousands of dinners. The upstairs bedrooms were 
usually overflowing. How we loved that house. 

Dad died in 1991 and Mom in 1995. For the last few weeks we 
siblings have been sorting and packing, distributing and shar¬ 
ing, laughing and crying. We are emotionally exhausted but we 
are not unhappy. The new owners are a young family who love 
and admire the old house and plan to change it as little as 
possible. They have a baby girl and when the young mom saw the 
staircase she was delighted. "It’s like a scene from F ather of the 
! Bride," she said. "Can't you just see a bride coming down those 
I stairs?" 

Yes we can see a bride coming down those stairs and we hope 
! Aunt Tilly and Mr. Clark and Mom and Dad can see her too.

We all live in a wonderful coun¬ 
try because we all have the free¬ 
dom to voice different points of 
view and to disagree with each 
other in a polite sort of way; and 
through the debates to work to¬ 
ward improving our society. That 
is all very good; but for Christian 
people each of the challenges that 
we hear should be an opportunity 
to seriously look at what we be¬ 
lieve, and to be in a postition to 
defend our own beliefs, because 
they will be challenged at some 
point and we frequently hear and 
read of many challenging argu¬ 
ments, many well founded; al¬ 
though individually we may not 
agree with them. 

While there are probably thou¬ 
sands of reasons for being a reli¬ 
gious person there are probably 
some very specific reasons for be¬ 
ing part of the Christian commu¬ 
nity. I will take the risk of sug¬ 
gesting a few of those reasons al¬ 
though there will be many people 
with other ideas. 

First, our religious faith gives

There is much 
that science can explain and much 
that science cannot explain but 
for me that idea is not contradic¬ 
tory to science, as science might 
be seen as the methods by which 
God accomplished creation, and 
sustains the world. 

Then this almighty and all pow¬ 
erful God demonstrated interest 
in human beings. This is born out 
by many teachers, leaders and 
prophets in many religions, but 
in this part of the world we think 
in particular of a Judaeo/Chris- 
tian history. Their experiences of 
God were written in many an¬ 
cient documents, and from those, 
the ones inspired by God, believed 
tobethevery word of God became 
the Bible. The first five books are 
sacred to Moslems, Jews and 
Christians. All the Hebrew Scrip¬ 
tures, sometimes known as the 
Old Testament are sacred to Jews 
and Christians, and the New 
testament or the stories about 
the life and work of Jesus and 
the early church in the first 
century A.D. are vital to Chris¬ 
tians. Christianity has been 
the predominant western re¬ 
ligious culture for two thou¬ 


sand years. There are many 
similarities with other religions, 
and many common values, hut 
there are unique and special dif¬ 
ferences as well. 

In each church there is (or 
should be) a warm and welcom¬ 
ing Christian community. 

The church teaches about 
prayer, about the life of Jesus 
Christ, and it walks with people 
through the passages of life, with 
baptisms, and dedications, and 
confirmations and marriages, and 
visiting with people in sickness 
and crisis, and finally providing, 
for those who want a funeral serv¬ 
ice, an act of pastoral care for fam¬ 
ily and friends, and prayers for 
the soul of the departed. 

Finally the church is the pre¬ 
dominant place where morals and 
value codes are established and 
taught. It may not influence the 
next generation, but if people are 
never exposed to the morals of 
the church then it is fairly certain 
that most will not discover those 
values for themselves. 

The churches are also human 
institutions, and while members 
believe in divine leadership they 
also know that boards and 
presbertries and synods and ves¬ 
tries are all made of human be¬ 
ings or do not always get every¬ 
thing quite as God intended. 

It seems that there really are 
some important concepts to think 
about and to politely defend and 
promote; and what I often won¬ 
der; for those that object to any of 
this; (and I would be the first to 
defend their right to object or have 
different perspectives); but how 
would they replace or substitute 
for the sense of Roots, the con¬ 
cepts of a creator God, the com¬ 
munity and the morals and the 
bible. 

Is there any substitute?

World travellers give 
Didsbury a thumb’s up 

When you’re ready to re¬ 
tire after witnessing revolu¬ 
tions, coups and history¬ 
making events all over the 
globe what would attract 
you to settle on Didsbury as 
your new home? Dan and Sandy Adam, who have 
enough stories for a series of books after a life¬ 
time of travel, chose Didsbury to retire in after 
searching for a picturesque community close to 
family members in Calgary.

Beat the heat - keep animals cool 


High summer temperatures 
can stress farm animals. Cows may 
not produce as much milk, pigs 
will eat less and boar fertility 
drops when their environment is 
too warm. 

"There are several solutions 
including shade, more ventilation 
to create a breeze, direct and indi¬ 
rect evaporative cooling, insulat¬ 


ing the bam and storing cool night 
air by increasing night time ven¬ 
tilation," says Robert Borg, agri¬ 
cultural engineer with Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural De¬ 


velopment's Red Deer office. "Nor¬ 
mal bodily functions, like the ones 
mentioned, generate heat and on 
a hot day, who needs to add fuel to 
the fire." 

Ventilation rates deter¬ 
mine how much a barn will j 
heat up. If a large volume of ^ 
air is brought through the 
barn continuously, it's not

"Insulation 
has a big effect on how much a 
barn will heat up," says Borg. "A 
galvanized metal roof will absorb 
90 to 95 per cent of the incoming 
solar energy. If the roof is not 


insulated, this heat radiates down 
into the barn. All you need to 
combat this is R5, one inch of 
rigid insulation.”

Evaporative cooling comes in 
two types, direct and indirect. 
Direct cooling occurs when a 
sprinkler system or shower for 
pigs is installed. Pigs don't sweat 
and can only cool down by pant¬ 
ing or finding a cool wet place to 
lay down. An hourly shower for 
these animals uses up that extra 
body heat evaporating the water

on their skin. 

Indirect cooling is used in 
greenhouses and some 
barns. Air is blown 
through wet fibre pads. 

As the water is evapo¬ 
rated by the heat in the 
air, the air becomes 
cooler. 

Increasing airflow by 
creating a breeze on the 
animals can be accom¬ 
plished with air stirring 
fans. Air movement will 
create a cooling effect 
called convective heat 
transfer. 

"Space makes a dif¬ 
ference," adds Borg. "Don't put as 
many animals in a pen during hot 
weather. Warm bodies in close 
contact are great for keeping 
warm in the winter but will over¬ 
heat the animals quickly in the 
summer." 

A new idea being used in U.S. 
chicken barns is storing cool air. 
Increasing the nighttime ventila¬ 
tion slightly to cool the birds, has 


a carry over effect into the hot 
part of the day.

"Shade is effective for main¬ 
taining summer milk production 
of dairy cows," says Borg. "A study 
in Argentina showed that the ef¬ 
fect of artificial shades or shelters 
on milk production was the same 
as supplementing the diet with 
3.5 kg of concentrate per cow per 
day. That can add up quickly to 
extra profits by saving costs and 
keeping production up."

Annual 
crop growth is excellent in most 
areas although the crop maturity is generally behind normal for 
this time. Crop growth stages are as follows: wheat ranges from 
tillering to early heading; barley ranges from tillering to late 
boot/early heading; field peas have flowering starting, argentine 
canola ranges from early flower to full flowering; polish canola 
from rosette to full flower and pod formation, flax crop are 
beginning to flower, winter wheat and fall rye crops are headed 
and starting to fill. Crop spraying is completed in all districts. 
Weed populations are low to moderate and herbicide efficacy has 
been excellent. Some reports of damage to crops due to herbicide 
application, however damage was light. No reports of insect 
pests to this point. Applications of fungicides to barley, wheat 
and canola crops is taking place, disease levels vary from district 
to district with the heaviest disease and fungicide applications 
occurring along the Highway 2 corridor. 

Pasture conditions are reasonably good in most areas with 
more than ample water supplies. First cut haying operations 
continue with some quality being lost due to localized rain. Good 
progress was made this past week with up to 20 per cent of the 
hay having been baled. First cut hay yields are expected to be 
lower than normal in most districts with the exception being the 
Olds district where yield expectations are above normal.
